Corn Crop Destroyed in a _ Section 
Three Miles Wide and Twelve 
Miles Long and Haystacks 
Blown Away.

WEBSTER CITY, Io.. Sept. 5.—A storm 
that did over $300,000 damage in a section 
three miles wide and 12 miles in length oc- 
curred here yesterday evening. In this 
city plate glass windows were broken, trees 
demolished and several houses overturned. 

A brakeman on an Illinois Central freight 
train, between here and Buncombe, which 
was running about 20 miles an hour, was 
scared when the wind first struck the train 
and lay down on top of a car. He did not 
belleve he could reach the engine without 
being blown off. He saw the roof of the 
merchandise car first in front of him blown 
off and carried in the air, until it passed 
through a group of telegraph wires, break- 
ing them as if they were thread. The car 
behind him was also unroofed, but for- 
tunately his car was not damaged. When 
he reached Buncombe, nine miles from here, 
his hair had turned gmy. 

J. E. McCaffrey and:J. W. Allington, 
business men, were returning from a hunt- 
ing trip when caught by ‘the storm, and 
they say that hail ¢ inches tn circumference 
fell and that they passed thrgugh 4rifts 
that were two feet thick. 

The corn crop is ruined, hay stacks have 
been blown. away on every farm in the 
track of the storm and outhouses and small 
residences overturned. 

So far no deaths have been reported, 
but many who could not find shelter in 
the country before the storm came on 
were/ pounded by hail until they were black 
and blue. Others received painful injuries 
from flying timbers.

“tapering off,’’ but this was’ not a cer- 
tainty. Dr. Frankenfield said that tons of 
St. Louls flesh was being perspired away 
and he predicted cooler weather Saturday 
in the name of humanity. 

At o'clock Saturday the thermometer 
registered 95 degrees. Sunday it was at 9 
degrees at the same hour and Monday the 
mercury had fa.len five more degrees, This 
is a tapering, but the Doctor will not give 
it as the finale. It ts joyful to know ghat 
the weather has tapered 10 degrees Snea 
‘Saturday and that between the hours of 7 
a. m. and ll a. m. Monday morning there 
was an increase of but five degrees, Satur- 
day there was an increase of 18 degrees be- 
tween these hour?. 

Dr. Frankenfield says there should have 
been cool weather here Sunday on account 
of rains that completely surrounded the 
city. Hannibal Mo., underwent the pleas- 
ant sensation of being attacked by a heavy 
hailstorm.

LITTLE EDGAR BLOCK 
WILL NOT LEAVE IT. 


BOY WHO HANGED HIMSELF 
LAST YEAR SEEN AND 
rLEARD. 


THE BATES FAMILY 
ARE USED TO HIM. 


They State That the Boy’s Spirit Has 
Been Seen Once and Is Fraquent- 
ly Heard Laug),ing and Play- 
ing Ahbcut the House. 


The spirit of Edgar Block is said to fre- 
quent the house where he died. 

Indulging in all the humors and moods 
of a bey of 11, the spirit goes playing about 
the house, now laughing, now calling in a 
happy voice or speaking in gentle tones to 
the little sister, Helen, now flying into a 
passion and crying with rage, kicking the 
door and breaking the dishes, to be avenged 
upon his mother. 

Mr. Charles L. Bates and his wife, two 
daughters, Misses Helen and Dorothy, and 
little son, Albert, live in the house where 
Edgar Block died. Mr. Batés is an em- 
ploye of the Mermod-Jaccard Jewelry Co. 

A year ago Edgar Block, the ll-year-old 
son of Mr. and Mrs, Theodore Block, Living 
at 4124 Page avenue, hung himself in the 
front room #n the second floor of the house. 

The child quarreled with his older broth- 
er and wae punished by his mother. 

He went upstairs, and soon afterward he 
was found suspended from the bed with a 
Strap about his neck. He had strangled. 
It was thought at the time that the youth 
had not intended taking his life, and that 
he had undertaken to frighten his mother 
when she should see him dangling. The 
noose which he fixed was more deadly than 
he-thought: + - 

Mr. Block and his family moved from 
the house in April last and went several 
blocks up the avenue to _ reside. Mr. 
Bates and family lived in the house ad- 
joining that vacated by the’ Blocks. 
The vacant house was a nicer one tnan 
that occupied by the Bates family, and Mr. 
and Mrs. Bates decided to move into it 
This they did a few days after it was va- 
cated. ‘i 

Miss Helen Bates, the eldest daughter of 
the household, told a _ reporter Monday 
morning this etrange story of what has 
happened in the house since they moved in: 

“We had not ben there many hours 
when we became convinced that the spirit 
of little Edgar Block was in the house, 
We would hear strange sounds every nignt 
and day, and knowing him as we did, we 
recognized in the sounds the voice of the 
dead boy and things which we knew him 
to have been in the habit of doing. 

‘IT eould not tell you all the strange 
things that have happened, but things went 
along without anything more then the 
noises until two weeks ago, when my 
mother sat here in the room. It was broad 
daylight. She heard a low voice, and 
looking up, saw there, standing in the door 
straight p. fore here, the form of Edgar 
Block. The boy stood there just as in hfe. 

‘*‘My mother knew him wer and recog: 
nized him. He did not speak, and betore 
surprise and 


he came. 

“That is the only time we have seen him, 
but he has been around ever eo many times, 
One night we sat at the dinner table. The 
whole family was there, and there was not 
a thing to shake the table and cause what 
happened. Suddenly one of the dishes was 
lifted up and hurled to the floor, where it 
broke into fragments. Since then this has 
occurred frequently. 

In the corner of the library There is a 
little drum. It belongs to my brother Al- 
bert, a boy 13 years old. This drum beats | 
almost every night and day. We have hung 
it up, laid it down, put it in the bookcaee 
and did everything with it, but we cannot 
stop its beating. It is sure to beat every 
time we have company, and has done it so 
much nuw we no longer mind it. The beat- 
ing is not the noise the drum sticks would | 
make.

No stop will be made at Union Station, 
as it was thought best to hurry the sol- 
diers to Jefferson Barracks so they might 
rest after their long ohagier s 

The general reception committee met at 
the Mayor’s office Monday morni‘ng in re- 
sponse to a call issued by Chairman John lI, 
Martin and decided to meet the regiment 
before its arrival at St. Louis. 

The committee decided to leave Union 
Station about 4 o'clock in a special car fur- 
nished by the Illinois Central. They will go 
to Belleville and there await the arrival of 
the soldiers. 

From the general committee special com- 
mittees will be selected to receive the dif- 
ferent sections, 

“I shall select these comeittees after 
starting to Belleville,’’ said Col. Martin 
after the meeting. ‘In doing so I will en- 
deavor to place the committeemen so that 
members. will be assigned to sections on 
which they have friends or relatives. I will 
remain ‘on the battlefield,’ as it were, until] 
the last section has arrived and the last 
soldier has been grasped by the hand and 
been made to feel that St. Louisans are 
giad to see him.’’

Members of the men’s committee are ex- 
pected to report at Jefferson Barracks at 
10 a, m,, Tuesday, when Secretary Pollard 
will distribute badges. The ladies will re- 
badges from Mrs. Ziegenhein at the 
same time and place. R. J. Comptor has 
been appointed secretary of the reception 
committee of which Col. Martin is chair- 
man.

The British advance was aided by a flotilla 
of’ ten steamers, all armed with the latest 
quick-firing guns and Maxims, and three 
other unarmored steamers. These passed 
the Fifth Cataract in the middle of July, 
and until reeently cruised as far as Shab- 
luka, at the foot of the Sixth Cataract.

Just north of the arsenal Les a 
building in which ts stored the flags of all 
the Emirs residing in Omdurman, and be- 
side it is a semi-circular building, about 20 
feet high, provided with etairs where the 
Khalifa’s war drums are kept. A little fur- 
ther to the east is the cartridge and small 
arms manufactory. On the north side of 
the city, and close to the river, is the Belt 
el Mal (treasury), which is an enormous 
walled-in inciosure, subdivided into a va- 
riety of courts, in which are stored goods 
coming from all parts of the Soudan and 
from Egypt, as well as grain stores and 
slave courts. A little to the south of the 
Beit el Mal lies the public slave market, 
and in close proximiity the Beit el Mal of 
the Mulazemin (body guard) has been 
erected. 

“‘From north to south the new city covers 
a iength of about six English miles. The 
southern extrem'‘ty lies almost exactly op- 
posite the southwest end of Khartoum; 
* * * and it is in no place over three 
miles in width. At first it consisted of 
thousands and thousands of straw huts; 
and the mosque was originally an oblong 
inclosure surrounded by a mud wall 469 
yards long and 350 yards wide; but this 
place has been replaced by one made of 
burnt brick, and then whitewashed over. 
After this the Khalifa began building brick 
houses for himself and his brother, then for 
his relatives, while the Emirs and most of 
the wealthy peopie followed his example. 
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MONUMENT TOC THE, MAHDI. 


In order to shaw his veneration for the 
Mahdi, the Khalifa decided to erect a mon- 
ument to him * * A square building 
was eracted, some 30 feet high and 36 feet 
each way; and the stone for this construc- 
tion, of which the walls were upward of six 
feet thick, had to be brought all the way 
from Khartoum. Above this a hexagonal! 
wall 15 feet high was bullt, from wh'ch rose 
a dome 4 feet high. On the corners of the 
main building were four emaller domes. 
This was called Kubbet el Mahdi (Mahdi's 
dome). It was finished with 10 large. arched 
Windows and two doors; and the hexagonal 
portion were six skylights. It was white- 
washed all over and surrounded by a trel- 
lis-work fence. 

“Directly beneath the dome and over the 
Mahd’'s grave a wooden sarcophagus wes 
erected, covered with black cloth. * * ®* 
Before I left Omdurman much.of the white- 
wash had’ been knocked off by the weather, 
which spoiled its general appearance. Above 
the apex of the dome are three hollow brass 
balls, one above the other, connected with 
a lance, the head of which forms the top 
ornament of the structure. I have often 
heard people say that the Khalifa erected 
this spear to show that he ts perfectly pre- 
pared to declare war against the heavens 
if his wishes are not carried out. South-of 
the tomb, and adjoining the great mosque, 
lies the enormous _nclosure of the Khalifa. 
To the east of the Khalifa’s inclosure lies 
the house of his son. The Beit el Amana, 
or arsenal, consists of a large building in- 
closed by stone walls, and here are stored 
the guns, ammunition and other warlike 
material. At intervals of every few paces 
seniries are posted in small sentry boxes; 
and they are charged to allow no unauthor- 
ized .persons to enter the bu_lding.”’ 


THE NEW KHALIFA. 


In the same book the Khalifa. the sue- 
cessor of the Mahdi, Is thus described in 
1885, when Slatin, who was Governor of 
Dorfor, was taken prisoner. 

“The Khalifa has not moved out of Om- 
durman for upward of ten years. 
he has centralized all power, stored up all 
ammunition and gathered under his per- 
sona! surveillance all those whom he sua- 
pects, obliging them to say the five pray- 
ers daily in his presence and listen to his 
sermons. He has declared Omdurman to 
be the sacred city of the Mahdi. * ¢ ® 
During his lHfetime the Mahdi had de- 
clared that Omdurman was merely a tem- 
porary camp, as the Prophet had revealed 
to him that. he could depart the life in 
Syria, after conquering Egypt and Arabia; 
but his early death had shattered all his 
plans and the hopes of his followers. 

“He (the Khalifa) soon came in, and we 
at once rose; seizing my hand, he pressed 
me to, his heart, saying, ‘God hg praised, 
we ape at last united! How doyou fee! 
after your tiring journey?” ‘Yes, indeed,’ 
I replied, ‘God be praised for having 
ranted me to Iive to see this day! When 

beheld your countenance my fatigue at 
once left me" I well knew that to win 
his favor I must flatter him as. much as 
posetivre: He now gave his hand to Said 

Jey and Dimitri to kiss, and asked how 
they were. I scrutinized him very care- 
fully: he had a light brown complexion, a

The latter was successful in administering 
law to the country. In 1877 he negotiated 
the peace with Abysainia. 

The Soudan, with its capital at Khar- 
toum, was well governed by Col. Gordon, 
and was quiet, until in 1881 an insurrec- 
tion was started by Sheik Mahommed 
Ahmed, w declared himself to be a 
prophet—Maha®, foretold by Moslem seers. 
Gordon had gone back to England in 1879. 
The Mahdi was defeated, and retired up the 
Nile. But later he defeated the army of 
Egyptians and English, who were com- 
manded by Col. Hicks, whose Egyptian 
title was Hicks Pasha.,and slaughtered 6,000 
of them. The march of the Mahdi was tri- 
umphant. Col, Hicks then started after the 
Mahdi with 1,000 men, but he was decoyed 
into defile and attacked by overwhelming 
numbers of the Dervishes. The soldiers 
formed squares and resisted until almost 
all were killed, Including Col. Hicks. This 
success of the Mahdi caused a general up- 
rising throughout the country. Osman 
Digna, a ruined slave dealer, was selected 
by the Mahdi as his military commander. 
The dispatches say that Osman is now in 
retreat with the Khalifa,

"MURDER BY MEANS OF POISON 


THIRD CASE RECORDED 


SENT THROUGH THE MAILS. 


John Hills, His Wife and Her Sister, Miss Conlin, of 
New York, Drank Poisoned Whisky Received 
from Some Person Unknown. 


MISS CONLIN WILL DIE, BUT THE 
OTHERS ARE PRONOUNCED 
OUT OF DANGER. 


IT CAME BY MAIL; - 
THERE IS NO CLEW. 


Strong Evidence Just Discovered 
Against Mrs. Botkin as the Mur- 
deress of Mrs. Dunning 
and Mrs. Deane.

MURDER BY MAIL. 


The third case of murder by 
mail has just been recorded. 
John Hills and his wife and her 
sister of New York drank pois- 
oned whisky sent to them 
through the mails by some per- 
son unknown. Hills and his 
wife will live, but his wife’s sis- 
ter, Miss Conlin, will die. 

The first case in this country 
of sending poison through the 
mails for the purpose of murder 
was the killing of Mrs. Joseph- 
ine A. Barnaby of Providence, R. 
I., by Dr. Graus. That was 10 
years ago. Poisoned whisky 
was sent to Mrs. Barnaby from 
Boston to Denver. Graus was 
convicted, but killed himself in 
jail at Denver. 

The second instance was the 
sending of poisoned chocolate 
candy from San Francisco to 
Dover, Del., causing the deaths 
of Mrs. Dunning and Mrs. Deane, 
The candy was mailed Aug. 4. 
Mrs. Cordelia Botkin was arrest- 
ed for the crime Aug. 23, and is 
now in jail at San Francisco.

NEW YORK, Sept. 5.—John Hills, a well- 
to-do ice dealer of 84 Second street, his 
wife and sister-in-law, Miss Mary Conlin, 
have been poisoned by whisky which had 
been sent through the mail to the house. 
Miss Conlin probably will die from the 
effects of the drug which was used. The 
case in many respects is similar to the 
poisoning of Mrs, Dunning and Mrs. 
Deane by means of a box of candy gent 
to them through the, mail two weeks ago, 
and, may have been suggested by that 
crime, It Is also closely akin to the mur- 
der of Mrs. Josephine A. Barnaby by Dr. 
Groves by means of potsoned whisky at 
Denver, Col, a few years ago. 

Mrs. Hills received by mail last Tues- 
day a small package which contained a 
bottle about four inches high bearing a 
whisky label. She received a second and 
similar package on Wednesday, and in 
that found another small bottle labeled 

fferent brand. of whisky. She received 
ird package on Friday. It was larger 

—— the others and had a bottle which 
had evidently contained toilet water. Mr. 
Hills, his wife and sister-in-law were at 
home last night when Mrs, Hills thought 
of the Hquors and told her husband of 
them. There was just enough liquor in 
the bottle to give to each one an average 
sized drink. It was pronounced. good whis- 
ky when the three had each tasted it. 

The three persons became affiicted with 
a strange illness within half an hour of 
drinking the whisky ‘and their symptoms 
becoming alarming Mr, Hills, whose pow- 
erful frame withstood the attack better 
than the women, ran to Dr. Leyendecker, 
who expressed the opinion that they were 
éuffering from a powerful poison, either 
atropine: or belladonna, Dr. Leyendecker 
summoned assistance and also notified the 
police, and after a while Mr. Hills and 
his wife were pronounced out of danger, 

Miss Conlin, the doctor said, would prob- 
ably die. Mr. Hilla says he has no ene- 
mies and the police have no clew to the 
sender of the whisky.

The woman said she wanted the 
poison for the purpose of bleaching hats. 
Clerk Grey will be a witness against Mrs. 
Botkin. If he says she is the woman who 
bought the poison, the statement will go 
far towards convicting her.

“I do not know what Dunning means,” 

said Lees last night. ‘‘He claims to have 
received several hundred letters from Mrs, 
Botkin and to have identified as hers the 
handwriting in two of the anonymous let- 
ters received by his wife. 
“Of all the large number of letters Dun- 
ning claims to have received from Mrs. 
Botkin, we have only been able to secure 
a few fragmentary specimens. If I ‘were 
in Dunning’s place, I think I would have 
put all I had in the hands of the police 
jong ago. I would have come to this coast 
and assisted alk I could. Of course, he 
claims many of these letters are at Porto 
Rico, but I think he has had time to get 
them back again.” 

Such specimens of Mrs. Botkin’s hand- 
writing as have come@nto the hands of the 
police were photographed yesterday. 

No expert opinion has yet been received 
by the police regarding the similarity in the 
specimens of writing.

“Then the explained that his wife sent 
him a copy of one of the letters in ques- 
tion, while he was in Salt Lake City, and 
asked him to explain it. He-sent the copy 
to Mrs. Botkin in this city, asking her if 
she could suggest its author. Mrs, Be ain, 
according to his statement, replied that the 
letter had undoubtedly been written by 
Mrs. Seeley. Now this letter that he sent 
to Mrs. Botkin was but a copy of the orig- 
inal. The letter itself never left Mrs. Dun- 
ning’s possession . 

“After reading the letters the Attorney- 
General showed him, Dunning identified the 
handwriting in both as that of Mrs. Bot- 

in. He said that he Knew whereof he 
spoke, as he had recejved in al] 300 or 400 
letters from Mrs; Botkin. He also identi- 
fied the handwriting on the note within the 
candy box as that of Mrs. Botkin. The 
note, as you remember, read: ‘With love 
to yourself and baby. Mrs. C.”’ 


Within the gloom of the city prison Mrs. 
Botkin smiles and declares her innocence of 
murder, Without detectives and police mes- 
sengere are scurrying and running to earth 
every suggestion of a clew that may bind 
upon the prisoner the awful crime. She 
Said to-day: 

“T wish to be cleared of this terrible 
charge—to have every taint of suspicion re- 
moved from my name. I wish for a mo- 
mentary hearing before the tribunal of 
justice; for an opportunity to state all that 
I have to say. The trial cannot come off too 
soon to suit me. How I wish it could be 
held to-morrow, or even to-night! I have 
nothing whatever to fear, and I am impa- 
tient with delay. 

“Tt is singular that I should have been 
selected as the person capable of commit- 
ting that horrible crime. My actions have 
certainly not been those of one amenable to 
the law. 

“There has been nothing between Mr. 
Dunning and myself that I should not be 
willing the whole world should know; he 
has written me nothing I should not be 
willing the whole world should see. There 
is not a serap of any of his letters that I 
should object to having photographed and 
reproduced in public print. 


NO EPITAPH FOR GLADSTONE. 


His Will Orders That There Be No 
Laudatory Inscription on His Tomb, | 


LONDON, Sept. 5.—The will of the late 
Rt. Hon. Willlam E. Gladstone has been 
probated. Jt shows that his personal estate 
ja valued at 59,506 pounds. 

Mr. Gladetone’s will was written by him- 
relf in an ordinary memorandum book. It 
is a document of about 2000 words and Is a 
remarkable specimen of penmanship. The 
recond clause of the will has reference to 
the funeral arrangements, and says: 

“Commending myself to the infinite mer- 
cies of God, in the incarnate Son, as my 
only and sufficient hope,.Il leave the par- 
ticulars of my burial to my executors, 
specifying only that. they be very eimple 
and private, unless there be conclusive rea- 
eons to the contrary. And 1 desire to be 
buried where my wife may also lie. On no 
account shall a laudatory inscription bd 
placed over me.” 

After appointing his sons as executors the 
will charges the future possessor of Hawar- 
den to remember that, as the head of the 
family, it will be his duty to extend good 
offices to other members thereof se yey 
to his ability and their manifest needs an: 
merits. The rest of the document leaves 
souvenire to servants and bequeatha to his 
grandson, William, as heirlooms all patents 
of crown offices held by the testator and 
books and printe presented to him by the 
Queen, letters from the Queen, etc. 

The will bears date Nov. 26, 18%.

Revision of His Case Appears 
Almost Certain. 


WIFE OF THE CAPTAIN 
HAS MADE HER APPEAL. 


CABINET WILL MEET IN IMME- 
DIATE SESSION TO CONSIDER 
HER REQUEST. 


PRESIDENT FAURE HAS 
RETURNED TO PARIS. 


Decision to Take Up the Matter Is 
Reached by Him After Confer- 
ence With Two of His Min- 
isters and a General, 


PARIS, Sept. 5§.—Owing to the resignation 
of M. Godfroy Cavaignac of the Ministry of 
War, President Faure returned to Paris 
this morning and conferred with M. del 
Casse, Minister for Foreign Affairs; M. 
Bourgeois, Minister of Public Education, 
and Gen. Zurlinden. 

The Cabinet will meet immediately ex- 


pressly to deal with the request from Mme, 
Dreyfus for a revision of the proceedings 
of the court-martial that condemned her 
husband. 

The Cabinet is now practically unanimous 
in favor of revision—partly because the 
Ministers are aware that there is no other 
method of satisfying public feeling. 

According to Ke Soir, M. Faure, who ré- 
tirement will iffvolve thes resignation of 
other Ministers. The fact that Gen. Zur- 
linden has been in conference with M. Faure 
is taken to mean that he will succeed M. 
Cavaignac at the War Office. 

According to Le Soir M. Faure, who re- 
ceived M. Cavaignac yesterday, strongly 
urged him to withdraw his resignation, The 
paper also asserts that the President will 
endeavor to prevent a decision in favor of 
revision. 

The name of Gen, Saussier, formerly Mili- 
tary Governor of Paris, is mentioned in 
connection with the War Office portfolio. 

The services at the interment of the re- 
mains of Lieutenant-Colonel Henry at 
Pochy were civil, the B'shop of Chalons hav- 
ing forbidden religious services. Several 
staff officers were present at the ceremony. 

When the Cabinet met to-day the Min- 
ister of Justice, M. Ferdinand Sarrien, in- 
formed his colleagues of the _ receipt of 
Mme. Dreyfus’ request for a revision of the 
verdict against her husband. M. Sarrie‘a 
promised to give a statement of the result 
of his examination into the matter at a 
meeting of the Cabinet to be convened after 
the Minister of War shall have been ap- 
pointed. 

The Premier explained the reasons actu- 
ating Gens Saussier and Zurlinden in de- 
clining the office of Minister of War. He 
was now awaiting, he said, the decision of 
othgr Generals to whom he had offered the 
portfolio.

WIFE KEPT HIM FROM SUICIDE 


Pitiful Mental Torture of Dreyfus Re- 
vealed by His Letters. 


PARIS, Sept. 5.—The horrible suffering 
of Dreyfus sincé his humiliation and im- 
prisonment on Devil’s Island and the high 
character of the man are shown by ex- 
tracts from letters written his wife. now 
made public. Dec. 14, 1894, he wrote: 

Dec. 14, 1894— 

“IT am in the hands of honest and loyal 
soldiers like myself. They will recognize, 
‘I am sure, the error which has been com- 
mitted.’’ 

Dreyfus was convicted and 
Dec. 22, 1894. His first letter 
shows how he was affected: 

Dec. 25, 1894— 

‘‘Maybe I will be able to vanquish the 
horrible terror with which the infamous 
punishment I am to suffer fills me. What 
more awful can befall an innocent man of 
honor than the loss of his honor? It is 
the worst of all martyrdoms, worse than 
death!”’ 

Jan. 6, 1895— 

“My God, how miserable {s my soul! 
What have I ever done in life to be pun- 
ished as 1 have been? The wretch who is 
guilty of my ru.n merits, if there is a God. 
a frightful fate. He deserves to be punt«hed 
through all of his own, In 
my poor children I curse him!’ 

Jan. 9, 18%— 

“My Beloved Wife: 

“When I reflect [I wonder how I could 
have had the courage after my condemna- 
tion to promise you to Hve. That awful 
Saturday is graven on my brain in letters 
of fire. I have the courege of a soldier 
who faces danger, but w.ll I have a mar- 
tyr’s resignation? But be ca’m, my beloved: 
i will strive to live and to resist until 
am rehabilitated. I have stood without 
shrinking the most fearful martyrdom that 
could be inflicted on an honorable man, 
who has nothing to reproach himself with. 
My heart bied, it still bleeds: it lives only 
in the hope that, one day, my stripes wou 
so honorably and kept so sacred, will be 
restored to me.” 

March 12, 18%— 

“My Dear Lucie: I will not relate to you 
my voyage. I was transported as the in- 
famous criminal I am declared to be mer- 
ited, That is justice. A traitor deserves no 
pity. He is the most a of wretches, 
and as long as I am he, I cannot object, 

“T have made for you the greatest sacri- 
fice that could have been made by a man

“Wife and mother, try to move the hearte 
of other wives and mothers, so that the 
key of this horrible mystery may be given 
I must regain my honor tf I aen 
to live: I must have it for my children.”’

You and you alone, have the right 
to effect a revision ofyhe judgment bringing 
with it condemnation, on the ground of the 
discovery of new facts, tending to establish 
the innocence of the condemned man, quite 
distinctly and without reference to or as- 
sistance from all the revelations of many 
months past, which have thrown so mucn 
light apon the judicial error of 18%, and 
which have caused such profound emotion 
and excitement throughout the country. 

“It is not possible that you, above all 
others, shoyld not be struck by the follow- 
ing facts: irst, there is the examination 
of the bordereau, which was made in the 
trial of January of this year. The results 
of this examination were not communi- 
cated to my counsel, the counsel of war 
refusing them access to it. But I have cer- 
tain information that the conclusions 
drawn from this examination were not the 
Same as the examination of 1894. 

“There is also, following this exposure, 
a confession made by one of the principal 
accusers and witnesses against my husband 
in his trial M_ewhich he admits that he 
forged a document that the Minister of 
War in his speech to the chamber on July 
7 last declared to be phe positive of the 
guilt of my husband, though it was written 
long after his condemnation, 

“This proof, therefore, crumbles to pleces 
and destroys the value of the positions 
which convinced the judges in 1894, since 
this partisan witness of the culpability of 
my husband has been convicted of the 
chase of forgery under circumstances of 
which you are fully aware. 

‘But, monsieur le ministre, as I have 
just told you, in the case of a revision iIn- 
stituted by law for judicial] errors, the right 
to demand such revision belongs neither to 
the innocent man who has been unjustly 
condemned, nor to his wife, nor to his chil- 
dren; this right belongs to you alone. I 
now, therefore, monsieur le ministre, be- 
seech you to use without delay the rights 
which are conferred upon you by law, 
which are only conferred upon you both 
for the annulment and revision of a ver- 
dict which was neither just nor legal. 

“I beseech you to hear the voice, now 
almost unanimous, of public opinion and 
to put an end to the sufferings of an inno- 
cent man, who has always vpeen a loyal 
soldier and who has not ceased, even amid 
the tortures of an unmerited punishment, 
to declare his love for the fatherland and 
his faith in justice being finally done him. 

‘I beg you will receive, monsieur le min- 
ister, the assurance of my most distin- 
guished consideration.

PRENNER’S MIND UNCHANGED. 


He Still Believes Dreyfus Guilty, but 
Favors a New Trial. 


PARIS, Sept. 5.—Interviews with the Pre- 
mier, M. Henry Brisson, and the late Min- 
ister of War, M. Godefrey Cava'‘gnac, on 
the subject of the political situation in 
France as it has been affected by the re- 
cent developments in the Dreyfus case are 
printed to-day in the Echo de Paris. M. 
Brisson is reported as having said that all 
the members of the Ministry are convinced 
of the guilt of Capt. Dreyfus, but that the 
Government must consider the change that 


has come over public opinion since the sul- 
cide last week of Lieutenant-Colonel Henry. 
M. Brisson expressed the view that it is the 
duty of the Government to end the excite- 
ment, which is paralyzing the best inter- 
ests of Paris and of the country. 

M. Cavaignac said that it would be a 
serious mistake, if not a supreme act of 
folly on the part of the Government, to 
persist in its present policy. ‘‘You will see,”’ 
said M. Cavaignac, “in what a condition 
the country will be after a new trial.’”’ 

It is said tn some generaily well informed 
quarters that the Premier, M. Brisson, ‘Will 
assume the war portfolio, relinquishing that 
of the Interior, which he holds in addition 
to the Presidency of the Council, to M.

About 65,000 St. Louis Boys and 
‘Girls Will Assemble in the Pub- 
lic Schools Bright and 
Early Tuesday. 


Boys and girls tumbled out of bed Mon- 
@ay morning determined to crowd as much 
fun as possible into, the day, for Tuesday 
they must begin work, ; 

At 9 o'clock Tuesday morning about 66,000 
young people ranging in age from 6 to 16 
will be seated in schoolrooms filled with 
expectancy of coming events momentous 
to them. Some will delightfully greet old 
and loved teachers, some~will gaze with 
childish suspicion on the faces of new in- 
structors. 

-About 1500 teachers in 87 schools will take 
up the burden of another school year, some 


with pleasure and others with sighs. 

The great educational machine will begin 
to move, heavily at first, and the new 
school,year will be on. 7 

The feature of the school opening this 
rear is the complete change of books. 
Necessarily this big task will take time 
and will cause some confusion, and it will 
be at least a week before any serious work 


can be done, because that time is required | 


for the delivery of the new books. 

The School Board’s new rule provides that 
{in the first four grades books shall be free 
to ali pupils. But the rule also stipulates 
that these free books shall never be taken 
from the school buildings, and if any pri- 
mary pupil wishes to study at home his 
or her parents must purchase books.. The 
board does not believe that any pupil in 
the first four grades need take books home 
to keep pace, as hours for study in school 
are allowed. Soin order to prevent the loss 
and destruction of free. books it is required 
that they be left at the schools, 

In the grades above the fourth books are 
not free, except to such pupils as the teach- 
ers and principals may know to be unable to 

urchase them. It is not required of these 
that thew stamp themselves as paupers by 
furnishing a certificate that they cannot pay 
for books. The determination of the finan- 
cial standing of the pupil is left to the 
teachers and principals. 

To ‘obtain 
forward to Supply Commissioner William 
Bryan an appl 
the child and its father or mother and the 
occupation and address of the latter. Rule 
$4, section 1V., which covers such caé6es, is 
as follows: 

Text-books gelonging to the board shall be 
furnished to pupils in the fifth and all higher 
grader of tne schools in cases where the pupil, 
or his parent or guardian, is unable to pay for 
the same. It shall be the aluty of the teacher 
and principal to investigate the facts of each 
case and to issne text-books to pupils needing 
the same where they are satisfied that the in- 
ability to purchase exists. A written -report 
@hall in each case be filed with the Supply 
Commissioner, stating the name of the pupil, 
and the name. residence and occupation of the 
arent or guardian, if such exists. Such re- 
ports shall be kept on file by the Supply Com- 
missioner, subject to the inspection of the 
board or the members thereof. 

The supply commissioner will then issue 
the books applied for. 

An elaborate system for exchanging the 
old books for the new has been devised by 
Supply Commissioner Bryan. Although the 
_exchange system covers all grades, it is 
not expected that it will obtain in the first 
four grades, since the new books of those 
grades are free and there is no incentive for 
pupils to turn in old books. 

In the grades above.the first four pupils 
will be allowed a certain amount for old 
books returned in part payment for the 
mew books. 

Each principal has been provided with 
an éxchange order book, filled with blanks 
poewing the actual cost to the pupils who 
have old books to exchange, of each new 
book. The principal must fill out one of 
these blanks for each room, showing the 
number of new books required and. the 
number of old books turned in,’ and send 
it with the money to make up the differ- 
ence to Supply Commissioner Bryan. The 
following week the new books will be de- 
livered to the pupils.

George Diel & Bros., clothing and shoe 
merchants at 1231-35 Franklin avenue, suf- 
fered early Sunday morning their regular 
semi-annual visitation of thieves.
